sroamei' Arctic', a marine disaster that 
brought with' it'the collapse of the 
Collins line. The .Cunard 
company 


controlled' t-ho trans-Atla.ntie trade. E. 
K.. Collins, inspired "by the notion that 
Americans could outdo the English in 
shipbuilding, constructed 
.four side- 


wheelers and started thoro in competi- 
tion with the Cunard liners about 
1850. These- vessels- .were capable of 
carrying1 about 500 passengers 
and 


anude swifter passages thnn the heav- 
ier Cimardere, and .became very popu- 
lar. The ateamovs wen; all built on 
tho same model, 'and were named the 
Arctic, Ba-ltic, A-tlantic and Pacific. 
Brown Brothers, of London, were the 
English agents of the line. 


Tho American steamers were mak- 


ing steady inroads on the trade of the 
: Cunard Company when 
the Pacific 


1 -was lost. Like the loss ot the City of 
'.JJoston years later, the disappearance 


< of the Pacific was one of the myster- 


1 ies of the sea that have never been 
' cleared up. Not a single vestige of 
her 
was 
over 
discovered.

months later the Arctic also foundcr- 


• <;d after a collision off the Newfound- 
land coast, and nearly 
GOO souls per- 


ished. The company could not with- 
stand this second disaster, which gav<: 
color to the English assertion that the 
American steamers, were 
not sea- 


worthy, and the company went out of 
existence. 


Commodore 
Collins himself, 
the 


founder of the line, was coraiug from 
Liverpool with his wife and family, 
and they were among- the scores of 
prominent New Yorkers who perished 
with that vessel. It is believed that 
•fewer than forty men and women es- 
caped death, and Mr. Garland believes 
that he is the only one now olive. He 
told the story of the wreck the other 
afternoon while sitting in his dining- 
room at his house, at US West Huron 
K'.root, patching an old house coat. 


"My escape," he said, "was due to 


some o£ the traditional luck of the 
jnrm who. can't swiin. I had heard of 
the saying among sea-faring men that 
he who can't swim stands the best 
chanee ctf livii\{r in «u ocean wreck, 
and 1 am proof of it. I was then just

thirty-two 
years old, and 


shipped on the Arctic as a fireman 
with my elder brother, Edward, who 
•was past i-hirty-three, and my young- 
er brother.

Isad previously been a coal-passer on 
the Baltic, and was promoted to be 
iireman, and I knew Capt. Luce, the

"We started from Liverpool with u. 


full cargo of genera.! merchandise, a 
crow of about sevonty-five men and 
nearly GOO passengers. It. was in Sep- 
tember, 1S34, when it took fourteen or 
fifteen days to-make the transatlantic 
.trip. On the morning of September 
£7 wo had reached the vicinity of'Cape 
JJaee.. The voyage had been pleasant 
nnd uneventful.

"When we got upon deck -we found 


the'passengers there ahead of us hud- 
dled astern and in a panic. The men 
had blanched 
focus and the women 


were screaming 
and running about 


wringing their hands in a frenzy 0° 
fear. 
Others were kneeling on the 


deck over iweeping children acd pray- 
ing for deliverance. Capt. Luce had 
discovered by this time that the ves- 
sel hud been hard hit ,and he ordered 
the men to take the cargo out of the 
bow' aud middle hatchways, to find 
out exactly what damage been done. 
When the holds were partly cleared it 
was found that the French propeller 
had knocked a hole in our starooard 
big enough for a man 
to walk 


through, .and the sea. was pouring in 
in.torrents. She had'not water-tight 
compartments and we knew she was 
doomed. When I wns aft again I saw 
Capt. Luce with a. pistol, in -his hand 
and also saw to my surprise.that all 
of the metallic life-boats 'had been 
taken from the davits, it appeared 
afterward that ho hud lost control oE 
his officers, who had looked out for 
themselves in the scramble for the 
boats. Fire boats had got away, car- 
rying some passengers, but 
mostly 


officers and crew. 


"The passengers aboard were then 


in the wildest panic and discipline had 
gne to the dogs. 1 pressed forward 
through the crowd and looking over 
stern of the vessel saw the sixth life- 
boat just descending from the bul- 
warks. One of the assistant engineers 
WHS in her, with some of his asso- 
ciates preparing to get o:!t like th" 
others. I leaped-over the stern, Innd- 
ed in the boat and my weight brought 
her down with a tremendous splash 
into the water. Capt. Luce leveled his 
revolver at me.

The life- 
boat wns nineteen feet long, arid thir- 
ty-two persons had- climbed aboard. 
The load 'brought the gunwhule with- 
in six inches of the water.

another person on board would have

All those who were 


working at the r.i-ft had to keep bi'at- 
ing oil" men and women who tried in a 
frenzy of despair to clamber ubourd. 
They were drowned before our eyes. 
1 saw womt!.u climb down the ropes

ones clutched

bosom, screaming wildly, ouly to be

ing the same ropes. It was a sight to 
rrui-lvti one's heart stand still. 


"There were plenty of life preserv- 


ers; but what good are life preservers 
when you iire in a predicament of that 
kind? 
Life preservers weru passed 


around among- the passengers. 
The 


women put them on mirier their arms, 
mid the life preservers slipped clown 
to their hips when they attempted to 
clamber down the ropes, nnd when the 
women fell into the water the life pre- 
servers tilted their bodies over head 
first, so that, they .drowned' more

POET HUHON, Mich., May 21.—The 
steamer Florida, of the Lackaivana 
lin'e, bound from Chicago to Buffalo, 
with flour, grain and general mer- 
chandise, was sent to the bottom of 
Lake' Huron by a collision with the 
steamer George W. Koby, yesterday 
morning-, between Middle Island nnd 
Presque Isle.' 


The crew of the Florida were all 


rescued by the Roby, ivhich steamer, 
being- herself badly damaged, lamed 
back, and arrived here this morning. 
It was very foggy at the time oi the 
collision. The two. steamers exchanged 
passing signals, but it is said did not 
sight each other in time to avoid the 
collision- 


Capt. William 
Smith, 
who com- 


manded the Roby, says when he first 
.sighted the Florida through the fo?, 
he stopped and backed bis engines, 
but the boats were so close together 
tha-t i: 
was impossible to avoid a 


erash. The Roby struck the Florida 
on the starboard side, amidships. 


A hole twelve feet long was cut in 


the wooden bull. It 
was instantly 


seen that it was only a question1 of :\ 
few mirnrtes before the Florida would 
go clown. The Roby stoamed along 
side and took off p:irt of r.hc crow.The 
remainder had lowered the yawl and 
succo't'cled in getting from tho sinking 
sieamer. 
They were subsequently 


picked up by the Roby. 


Twelve minute.i after the crash the 


Florida went to the bottom, stern first 
nud breaking in 7.wo about midships. 
As she went down the imprisoned air 
in Uic hull blew off the cabin and up- 
per works. The lloby is badly daiu- 
ngcci, nnd will go into dry dock here. 
The Florida went down so quickly 
that the ere*v were unable to save any- 
thing of their personal eftects.

At 4 o'clock a singularly 
heavy electric storm passed over the 
city, although little- raan foil.

DEADLY WORK BEGUN. 


Precisely a-t 7 o'clock an unwonted
